BUYS MICHIGAN FRUIT - 
WITH WORTHLESS CHECKS. 


Member of Chicago Commission Firm 
Swindles Large Number of Men. 


Thirty or more checks drawn on the Prairie 
State Bank of Chicago and carrying the sig- 
nature of one George R. Watson are in the 
possession of the Citizens’ Bank at Benton 
Harbor, Mich., awaiting payment by the 
farmers who originally accepted them in the 
sale of their fruit. The farmers are looking 
for a young man of 25 years who Knows the 
fruit business from strawberries to water- 
melons.

‘These dolls of Mrs. Hesing’s—sixty-nine of 
them—come from almost every country 
under the sun. Thereis no doll from Ireland, 
and none from Turkey, but undoubtedly they 
will come in time to the congress of beauty 
and add the green of old Erin and more of 
Oriental gayety to the dazzling array of 
colors. | 

‘The least brilliant costume is that worn 
‘by the Eskimo doll, which Mrs. Hesing 
herself got at Hammerfest, Norway. The 
rough, shaggy cap and coat are of brown 
fur, and the shoes are moccasin-like af- 
fairs fastened to miniature snowshoes. 
Though wearing the Eskimo costume, it can- 
mot be called an Eskimo doll, after all, be- 
cause that race of tiny whale-oil drinkers 
has not yet reached the point in its art 
development, where it can make good doll 
figures. 

A people’s place in the social and artistic 
world=may be determined by studying its 
‘dolls. The collection which Mrs. Hesing has 
‘made since 1886 shows that the doll criterion 
4s not a false one. Take, for instance, the 
‘Sioux Indian doll which was given the col- 
lector by Sitting Bull; the leather costume 
‘is perfectly made from the Indian point of 
‘view, but the wooden head and body are of 
‘*he mos primitive sort. 

At the other end of the art-doll scale come

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The Lincoln Park Zoo has received three 
additions not acquired by purchase. Dur-+ 
ing the last two days a zebu calf and two 
peccaries have been born. All three an> 
mais are hearty, and the zebu calf jumps 
and kicks its respects to the admiring crowds 
as only a calf can. Its mother, Mrs. Zebu, 
grunts threateningsly when any one ap- 
proaches her treasure. 

The sebu, bos indicus, is an inhabitant of 
the tropics, and is found in Irg'a and in the 
equatorial parts of Africa. It is easily d- 
mesticated and used extensively as beast 
of burden in India and Africa. The anmial 
is easily acclimated and thrives fair- 
ly well’ even in countries of the mod- 
erate zone. Its meat is savory,.and nour- 
ishing, and its hide makes excellent leather. 
The two peccaries, dicotyles torquatus, re- 
semble little pigs, and act much the same as 
pigs. Their principal pastime is hunting for 
food. The peccary comes from South Amer-. 
ica, where it roams through the dense for- 
ests along the upper Orinoco and Amazon 
Rivers. It is the favorite game of the na- 
tives of South America, and has even been 
domesticated to some extent.. 

The young peccaries are hardy animals and

THN? BOOK SUIP ARGUED 


JUDGE NEELY RESERVES HIS DE- 
CISION FOR A WEEK. : 


John P. Altgeld Pieads That the In- 
junction Restraining the Board of 
‘Education Be Dissolved and Attor- 
ney Haley Argues That the Trustees 
| Have No Right to Exercise the Power 
Which They Claim Is Theire—Penny 
Banks Discourage Cigaret Smoking. 


Now that the public schools have been 
open for six weeks, and the children attend- 
ing regularly in the first four grades, with- 
out any text books so far as the Board of 
Education knows, the question of free text 
books at last is before Judge Neely. He 
promises a decision next Saturday, after 
which time the pupils will be supplied with 
béoks either by the School board or by their 
parents, as the decision may be. 

John P. Altgeld appeared tin court yester- 
day as the champion of free text books. 


Attorney P. C. Haley represented the Ger- 
man Catholic societies. The motion before 
Judge Néély is to dissolve the injunction re- 
straining the board from purchasing free 
text books. 

“The provision of the Lilinois statutes is 
broad,” said Mr. Altgeld. ‘‘ The School board 
is to provicé such things for the education of 
the children as it deems necessary.

CAPE TOWN, Oct. 12.—Sensational devel- 
opments are expected from a case which was 
heard in the Supreme Court today, in which 
Thomas Louw obtained judgment for £1,150 
($5,750) against Princess Radziwill. Soa! 

The money was advanced on a promissory 
note for £2,000 ($10,000), drawn by the 
Princess and purporting to have been in- 
dorsed by Cecil Rhodes. The latter’s lawyer 
made an affidavit to the effect that he had 
written to Mr, Rhodes on the subject and that 
Mr. Rhodes repudiated the indorsement and 
all knowledge of the affair. The court 
allowed the case as against Mr. Rhodes to 
stand over until Nov. 1, pending the arrival 
of Mr. Rhodes’ affidavits.

People 
who venture into such countries do so a their 
own risk; and cannot expect to enjoy there 
‘the same security as at home, or to be fur- 
nished free of cost with that armed escort 
which alone could insure their safety from 
brigands. 

In Japan during the first ten or fifteen 
years that followed the revolution of 1867 
the Mikado’s government was blamed for 
prohibiting foreigners from traveling in the 
interior. Yet it was thoroughly justified in. 
so doing. It was not through any prejudice 
that it entertained against white people, but 
merely beoause it could not guarantee the 
safety of Europeans and Americans from 
attackts on the part of fanatics who had 
grown up in the belief that the foreigners 
were the foes of the Japanese race, and 


who, unaccustomed to Western ways, often 


construed as mortal insults many things. 
that we consider part and parcel of our 
social intercourse and life. Prior to 1867 the 
Japanese government had been repeatedly 
called upon to pay heavy indemnities for 
murderous attacks upon foreigners; so it 
made up its mind to diminish the opportu- 
nities for outrages of this character: by pre- 
venting foreigners from traveling in the in- 
terior and from coming in contact with any 
of the natives, save those already accus- 
to thelr ways.

Therea Denial of Fustice in Cook County? 


It is an axiom in jurisprudefice that the law discourages litigation and 
favors compromise, and civil jurisprudence has scriptural authority to sus- 
tain the doctrine, for this is the injunction: “Agree with thine adversary 
quickly whilst thou art in the way with him.” Nevertheless, the right to 
justice, as of self-defense, is inalienable. It follows that the right to litigate 
is a fundamental right. The right to speedy justice is equally a cardinal 
right of the citizen in a well ordered government. Nothing has contributed 
more to discredit the administration of justice than the “ law’s delay.” 

Nothing is so sure a preventive of crime as swift and certain enforcement 
of the penal code. In like manner there is no more potent influence for the 
observance of the civil rights of the citizen than the knowledge that wrongs 
may be speedily and with certainty redressed. If a diminution of litigation 
and its consequent confusion of collective and individual interests be the ob- 
ject in view nothing will contribute more to that end than a system which 
will secure immediate, certain, and permanent adjudication of legal disputes, 

Such inexcusable delay as prevails in the disposition of legal business | 
in this county is demoralizingin the extreme. It is alarmingly conducive to 
laxity of business morals. It invites constant disregard of commercial hon- 
or and integrity by the hope it holds out in the intolerable delay of the law to 
redress the fraud that the dishonestly disposed are prompted to practice in 
their business transactions.

At first glance it does not appear that corporations could not be organized under this 
general act for the express purpose of buying and selling real estate, putting up office and 
other buidings for rent, and doing any lawfu! real estate business, other than real estate 
brokerage. Brokerage is a well defined word, and means only acting as agent for a 
Yet the Supreme Court has rerused to take this view of the new law, still 
Claiming that the legislative policy is against such incorporation, and the Legislature 
would seem to have taken this view of theiaw by amending the,statute in 1879 so as to 
provide that “ organizations fof the'purchase and sale of real estate for burial purposes 
only" may be organized. This can hardly be called a statute of mortmain. 

To the ordinary citizen it is not clear why the Legislature deemed it necessary to 
encourage graveyard speculation, though it might have seemed the first place for invest- 
ment after the dead condition of the market since 1873. 

However, as President Cleveland said, we are confronted by a condition, not a theory, |

oughly understood by the gamblers’ assist- 
Being, as they are, entirely unable to sur- 
prise any gambler while he is gambling, and 
being stripped of’ the services of effective 
informers, the detectives must seek another 
way to get arrests that are necessary. Then 
it is that the old game of disguises is used. 


Sometimes Don Disguises. | 


Of course it is understood that not one 
time in a thousand does a Chicago detective 
find it necessary to assume a disguise. Out- 
side of Detective John Thompson of the Cen- 
tral station the number of officers who 
have done detective work while disguised 
is larger only than the number of hens’ teeth. 
Thompson wore a disguise once and the 
man he ‘made up” to represent was John 
Alexander Dowle.

ing spiders—are among the brightest colored.

It ie in this study of the methods of court- 
ship used by these despised and neglected 
creatures that one finds the first hint of the 
absorbing interest that may await the com- 
ing investigator of other groups of spiders. 
To the lay mind a spider is an insect that 
hunts flies, is horrid to touch, and poisons 
when it bites—all of which is wrong except 
the hunting for flies. As a matter. of fact, 
these little animals—they are not properly 
classed as Insects—live lives filled with ro- 
mance and tragedy. Ar the attidz Pro- 


fessor Peckham has found that there are at 

Jeast fifty specimens hereabouts, the males 

of each of which are beautiful~after their 
| 
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ideas of beauty—in a different way. Their 
courtship consists in putting forward the 
best possible display of their beautiful por- 
tions in the view of the female, dancing 4 
taethodical dance before her, and gradually 
approaching. If she “‘ takes a shine "' to Mr. 
Spider she coyly makes his acquaintance. 
Otherwise she may either run away—which 
is a common procedure—or she may wait till 
he gets within reach and then leap upon 
him and kill and eat him, which is also some- 
what common. Courtship for the male spider 
requires a greater amount of personal brav- 
ery than among any other animals except, 


perhaps, the fabled Amazons. : 
STUDYING THEIR SENSES. _. 
While studying the mating habits of these 
spiders Mr. Peckham has also found time for 
considerable experimenting with them and 
with other common spiders to determine how 
great are their mental powers. The senses 
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distinguish colors and other things about 
them are recorded in his notebooks. Some of 
the experiments in connection with these 
are intensely interesting, especially those 
with reference to color. To determine tnis 
he had boxes constructed, into each of which 
he put a female spider. When she Lad laid 
her eggs and, bulit her cocoon in one corner 
he pasted a strip of pink paper ta front of it. 
Several times he would drive her wut of the 
nest and across this paper, then remove iicr 
altogether from the box, buiia a false cocoon 


-of cotton in another corner and put pink 


paper before ft, and then substitute green 
for pink before her own nest. Some of the 
results when the spiders were reintroduced 
were most. amusing, as the following wil! 
show: 

“ June 28—A fémale that was nearly ready 
to lay het eggs s put into one of our large 
boxes. On the following day she constructed 
a thick, silken shelter In one corner and laid 
her eggs, remaining herself on top of them 
and under the shelter of the web so that she 


was hidden from view. She was left for 


twenty-four hours and was then pressed 
gently out and imprisoned in a bottle, while 
her nest was entirely surrounded by pieces 
of bright pink paper two inches in width, 


which were pasted on t> the sides and bottom 


of the bex. She was then put into the box 
close to the paper, and at once ran across 
it and crept into her nest. ci 
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‘* July 1—The spider was pushed gently out” 


. of her nest and three inches beyond the paper. 


She ran back at once across the pink paper 
and crept into her nest. 3

_ few days later, after several periods of inde- 
cision, she abandoned her eggs and would 
no longer enter any nest. 


In all of the experiments carried on by Mr. 
Peckham he ts assisted by his wife, Elizabeth 
G. Peckham, who is regarded as second only 
to her husband as an authority on the sub- 
ject. At their summer cottage sorae miles 
out of Milwaukee they had favorite hunting 
grounds for spiders, and there during the 
summer they pursue them with their sweep- 
nets. The nets used. by Mr. Peckham are 
similar to butterfly nets, but made of sheet- 
ing instead of netting. With them he sweeps 
about bushes and over warm gravelly hill- 
sides. Spiders that he wishes for expert- 
ments are kept in boxes and fed gnats, files, 
mosquitoes, and grasshoppers. Specimens 
for his cabinet are pickled in alcohol.

Tp all seeming he is one of the most quiet, 
mild, and peaceable of men. He is known to 
have expelled,from authority among London 
Anarchjsts ohe or two men who talked too 
violently. His voice is soft and pleasant, 
and it is said of him that he wouldn't per- 
sonally kill so much as a fly. His former 
roommate at Defendi'’s, a chum of his at 
college, and a companion in many revolu- 
tionary adventures, was “Topped by him and 
requested to move els. .here because he 
kicked up a row in Soho one night, flour- 
ished a revolver, and talked about slaying 
somebody. 

No, the soft voiced Malatesta declares that 
he doesn't believe in killing people. He dis- 
appeared from his London haunt just before 
King Humbert was slain, and turned ap in 
italy, although the police there didn’t know 
of it then. He was back in London by the 
time Bresci had fired his fatal shot. Mala- 
testa, of course, disavowed all knowledge 
of this deed, but had to admit that he was 
well acquainted with Bresci, for the fact was 
generally Known. He was watched by Lon- 
don detectives and by Italian spies, his let- 
ters were opened, all sorts of traps were laid 
fot him, but nothing could be found that 
definitely connected him with the crime. 

In the same way detectives did their best 
to.connect him with the murder of the Em- 
préss of Austria. He was known to have 
beén in touch with her slayer, but there was

He was especially solici- 
‘tous about the Filipinos, and said President 
McKinley was as much an imperialist as any 
European monarch. ‘ There is in America,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ a despotic monarchy that rules by 
goid,’”’ and went on in the same strain.

An attempt was made to take a cast of 
Guiteau's brain immediately after he was 
mange. but it was a failure. It was carefully 
examined, however, and was found to be 
much diseased. Thete were, indeed, exten- 
sive lesions of alterations of Structure, due 
to disease—a fact which was especially inter- 
esting in view of the claim of insanity made 
by his counsel in bebalf of the assassin. The 
medical men stated, however. 
lesions did not necessarily imply derange- 
ment of the mind—were not incompatible, as 
they expressed it, with a perfectly norma) 
state of the mental function. 

The brain is preserved to this day in a glass 
jar by Dr, D. 8. Lamb of Washington, wiio 
performed autopsy. | 
Arother Curiosity the on of Dr. 
Lamb is some afsenic which was brought 
to the assassin by his sister at the District 
jail. It was only a few hours before he was 
to be hanged, and the death watch had al- 
ready been set on him. The woman came to 
see him with a bouquet of flowers in her hand, 
and one of the watchmen noticed that some 
sort of white powder was scattered upon the 
blossoms. He confiscated the flowers, and 
sent them to the Army Medical Museum, 
where it was found that they contained 
enough arsenic to kill three men. By chewing 
them the prisoner might easily have swal- 
lowed enough of the poison to kill him. 

' The government received an offer of $30,- 
000 cash from the proprietor of a dime muse- 
um for Guiteau’s body, the idea of the enter- 
prising showman being to embalm the corpse 
and inclose it in an air-tight glass case for 
exhibition. Probably this was the largest 
sum ever offered for a cadaver. 

The body of Guiteau, on being cut down, 
was buried at the jail, but was promptly dug 
up again at the request of the physicians and 
conveyed secretly to the Ford's ter 
Building, at that time occupied by te Army 
Medical Museum. It will be remembe 
as an interesting coincidence that this was 
the very building in which Abraham Lincoln 
had been murdered seventeen years and two 
months previously. | 

Guiteau’s ghost is said to haunt the District 
jail to this day, and many of the prisoners 
in that penal institution are much afraid of 
it. On one oceasion a negro, occupying the 
assassin’s cell, was almost frightened to 
death by a fellow-convict in a cell across 
the corridor, who slowly rolled marbles, one 
after another, into the little brick-walled 
room which the murderer of Garfield had in- 
habited. The mysterious sounds were too 
much fot the nerves of the victim of the 
joke, and he was found by the guards in a 
condition of collapse. . 

The bédy of Wilkes Booth was not skele- 
tonized. However, before he was buried at 
the District jail a thorough autopsy was 
performed. Three vertebre of his 
were preserved, and these are how on exhi- 
bition at the Army Medical Museum, with 
a steel bodkin thrust through the hole to 
show the course of the bullet which was 
made by Boston Corbett’s shot. The ball

Nikolski-Ussurijsky, not quite a mile from 
Nikolskoje station, is a city of 15,000 in- 
habitants, in one of the most productive 
and best cultivated parts of Siberia. A 
branch road extends from here to Port Ar- 
thur. All of the houses are made of logs, 
are whitewashed, and, with the tin roofs 
‘under the bright Siberian sun, the city looks 
like a fairy town, ahd the waving golden 
wheat fields, the mountains in the distance, 
and the river, with many curves, winding its 


way through the prairie-like valley, yield the | 


picture of a dreamland. A large number of 
Coreans in their picturesque dress gave a 
new aspect to the motley crowd seen at the 
eta stations from here on to Viadivos- 
tok. 

From here the road follows for a considera 
ble distance the Suifun River, a rapid stream 
of clear, pure water. The rocky banks rise 
from fifty to a hundred feet above the level 
of the water, affording a good view of the 
river beneath from the car windows. Large 
emerald green patches of millet and blossom- 
ing pastures furnish a beautiful contrast 
with the golden grain fields awaiting the com- 
ing of the expectant happy reapers. 

In this region the high bush cranberry, 
with its crimson red juicy fruit, is abundant, 
the lily of the valley (Convallaria majalis), 
the boneset (Eupatorium perfoliaum), and 
the Japanese wild grape grow in profusion. 
The road ascends by a steep grade a high 
mountain plain, with a subalpine flora when 
it descends by a gradual grade, until it 
reaches the sea level of the bay of Peter the 
Great, the shore of which it follows until it

wo large department stores représent the 
business enterprise of the city. The principal 
hotels are: The Siberian Hotel, Pacific Hotel, 
Moscow’Hotel, Central Hotel, ané the Golden 
Horn. We. cast our lot with the Siberian 
Hotel, and had no reason to regret our action, 


_as it is the newest and cheapest of all the 


hotels. The proprietor speaks German fiuent- 
ly, while not a word of any other language 
but the Russian is understood in any of the 
other hotels. Vladivostok is distinctly a 
military city. At present more than 15,000 


troops are stationed here. Nine battleships 


are anchored in the Golden Horn, and numer- 
ous gigs’ are constantly on the way to and 
from shore. On Sunday the streets were 
crowded with sailors, and many of them 
were under the influence of alcotiol and had 
to rely on their comrades in finding their way 
to the vessels from which they came in the 
morning in a more independent condition. 
The bai ks, military and naval, are sub- 
stantial] buildings and add much fo the im- 
posing appearance of the city. ost of ithe 
private dwellings are wooden buildings. The 
board ener except in the principal 
street, | narrow, uneven, and insecure. 
The streets are poorly lighted by kerosene 
lamps. The dogs are numerous, vicious- 
looking, half-starved, and render the nights 
hideous by their snarling and barking in their 
attempts to keep away other dogs from shar- 
ing their uncertain, scanty rations. 


Viadivostok asa Strategic Point. 
‘The confidence of Czar Nicholas I. in the 
safety of the Russian flag when it was first 
Taised at Viadivostok will undoubtedly be 
sustained by future events. The neck of the 
peninsula on which the city is located is not 
more than three-quarters of a mile in width. 
A regiment or two of artillery with rapid 
fire guns can hold at bay the largest army 
that could be landed on the mainland. The 
hills near the shore bristle with guns of 
largest caliber. The numerous: storehouses 
for ammunition and supplies are well stocked 
and would furnish all that is needed during 
a prolonged siege. Direct railway communi- 
cation between Vladivostok and Port Arthur 
will spon be established, so that troops be- 
tween these two important strategic Russian 
points on the Pacific Ocean can be hurried 
from one to the other by land and sea. The 
great transsiberian road connects them with 

European Russia. 

Russia is concentrating troops at various 
points on the Schilka, Amur and Trans- 
siberian railroad, so that in the event ofa 
war In Asia they can be transported without 

loss of time to the seat of action. As 


much 
in the time of Napoleon I.; the lo 
vere Russian winter would prove a serious 
obstacle to an invading army. The Man- 
churjan River border, formed by the Amur 
ye ssuri, is entirely in the hands of the 
Ce pe at the present time, and the com- 
ined action of China, even if supported by 
if hoe find it extremely diffi- 
mpossible, to regain contr 
these two great waterways. 


There are now three hospitals in Viadi- « 


vostok—the civil, military, and naval. The 
city, or civil, hospital is inadequate for the 
purpose for which it is intended, as the eity 
has quite a large floating population. It is 
fortunate that the city, with its defective 
sanitary conditions, is almost exempt from 
typhoid fever. Ii is said that most of the 
few cases of typhoid fever that occur are 
imported. . Bronchitis, rheumatism, and 
pnepmonia are the prevailing diseases. Dur- 
ing the months of July and August dysentery 
of the amcebic variety is quite prevalent. As 
the water supply is obtained from wells not 
exceeding thirty feet in depth, it requires no 
stretch of the imagination to predict that 
typhoid fever will soon infest the growing 
city unless effective sanitary measures are 
introduced in time and are carried vigorously 
into effect. With ‘the increase in population 
and prevalence ojdisease the city hospital 
will have to be enlarged and modernized. At 
present it has a capacity for onjy fifty pa- 
tients and is imperfectly equipped. 


Defects in the Hospitals. 


The military hospital can take care of 150 
soldiers, entirely a too small space for the 
large military force stationed in and around 
the city. The equipments and nursing leave 
much to be desired. : 

The wards contained a number of 
accident cases, a case of acute appendicitis 
recently operated upon, phlegmenous ab- 


scesses, and other minor cases. In the. 


medical wards we found bronchitis, influ- 
enga, rheumatism, nephitis, etc., and only 
two cases of typhoid fever. Scurvy is sel-. 
seen here—only four cases during the:

last year. The most gloomy ward is theone 
occupied by patients: the subjects of mental 


‘disease. -The little rooms are well adapted 


for this class of patients and remarkably 
clean and well ventilated. The melancholic 
form of insanity is most frequent. At pres- 
ent this part of the hospital has in charge 
eight patients. If these patients do not im- 
prove in~a reasonable length of time—and 
they seldom do—they are sent to the Mili- 
tary Insane Asylum at St. Petersburg. 
The operating case” intended for active 
service is too bulky and not moderh in con- 


struction, 


The Russian sailor when in health is 

| the following diet: Breakfast; tea,’ 
black bread, and buckwheat gruel; din- 
ner, soup, meat, and bread; supper, soup, 
tea, bread, and gruel. He also receives 
daily three ounces of spirits. Dr. Lehmkuhl, 
through whose courtesies I was permitted to 
make a careful inspection of the hospital 
and its personnel, is a good Gerrhan scholar 
and well versed in modern. medicine and 
surgery. <A little laboratory enables the 
staff to make careful analysis and bacterio- 
logic examinations. The hospital has its 
own electric plant and steam laundry. Dur- 
ing the last year 115 operations were per- 
formed, 

Labor in Vladivostok, 

All hard manual labor in Viadivostok is 
performed by Chinese and Coreans. These 
people for nominal wages make the streets 
and sidewalks, build the houses, saw the 
logs into lumber with a handsaw, drive the 


. freight carts, sail or row the sampans, raise 


and sell the vegetables, carry the bag- 
-The Chinese are excellent carpenters, 
stoneeutters, and masons. The men who do 
the hardest work, such as sawing logs, cut- 
ting stone, carrying mortar, and digging 
in the streets, are naked down to the hips. 
The human sawmill is. a primitive affair. 
The log that is to be cut up into lumber is 
placed on a firm platform about eight feet 
above the ground. A saw about six feet.in 
length, with leng, sharp teeth and a handle 
at each end, is the implement used, Witha 
string dipped into a black solution the line of 
section is marked on the surface of the log. 
One man stands on the log and the other cn 
the ground. By alternate action of the two 
men the saw is kept in motion. The man on 
top of the log, from his position, manages 
the most laborious end of the saw. I have 
watched these men at their work many 


times, and every timé I have been astonished . 


by the strength and endurance of the human 
motors. 

The Chinaman has become a necessity to 
the Russians all along the Chinese border. 
He is appreciated for his willingness to work. 
his patience, and obedience to the laws of 
the country. An ordinary laborer receives 
25 cents a day, and an artisan from 75 cents 
to $1. The work begins early in the morning 
and continues until late in the evening, with 
one hour at midday for dinner and rest. 
Labor strikes are out of question here. With 
such small wages the Chinese laborer at the 
end of the year probably has more to his 
credit at his bank than'the American laborer 
with four and six times larger pay. The 
Coreans occupy a separate part of the city, 
and the settlement is known as the “ Corean 
Village.”’ It has a population of more than 
1,000, and is intersected by two streets. A 
‘few small shops supply the inhabitants with 
the mecessities of life. Of curios we found 
Chinese and Corean tobacco pipes, tobacco 
pouches, and Corean shoes, a kind of a slip- 
per made of cords. The Coreans are known 
from far by their white suits and strange 
hats. The well-to-do women and men wear 
garments made of raw silk, The village is 
exceedingly filthy, the natives are crowdéd 
together in shall huts, and make no objeetion 
to the presence of pigs and chickens. 

The traveler will have as good an oppor- 
tunity to study the Coreans, their. dress, 
and habits in this village as in their 
native country, as their surroundings have 


had no effect in changing their customs and 


manner of living. Many of the men act as 
substitutes for mules and other pack ani- 
mals, and can carry great weights upon a 
peculiar framework which fits the back and 
extends from the shoulders to the hips and 
fastened to the shoulders by means of straps. 

Richard Theodore Greener is the commer- 
cial agent of the United States of America. 


He is a South Carolinan by birth and a grad-—

He was the 
first one to unfurl the Stars and Stripes in 
this city. .He lives in a house upon,a high 
hill, opposite the Russian-Chinese . bank, 
from where a splendid view of the city and 
harbor can be obtained. He is a loyal Amer- 
ican, and does all in his power for his coun- 
trymen.-who come to the city. | | 

He informed ‘me that during the last year 
only twenty-one Americans came ower the 
Transsiberian road. Compared with what is 
expected of-him, his salary is insignificant, 
and more than one-half the clerk hire ex- 
penses comes out of his pocket. There has 
been a great falling off of ‘American imports 
Since Viadivostok has ceased to be a free 
port. This city is an important commercial 
point. for the United States, and it is for- 
tunate that‘“our country is represented by 
such a loyal, capable, enthusiastic, and oblig- 
ing official as Mr. Greener. He is naturally 
anxious to come in contact with American 
citizens, and when they do come he wants to 
be of some service to them. He presented us 
with a bundle of Chicago newspapers, among 
them THE TRIBUNE, with dates from April 1 
to July 17, and, although they did not give 
us much news information, the courtesy was 
much appreciated. Two months is a long 
time to be without news from home, but 
such is the fate of the globe girdier. . 

Mr. Greener informed us that the censor- 
ship exercised by thé Russian government 
over the home and native press is severe.

Vladivostok Market. 


To the visitor of any foreign city the mar- 
ket place always furnishes an important ob- 
ject lesson. It represents the common peo- 
ple, the products of the soil, and the princl- 
pal articles of manufacture in that particular 
locality. The Chinese and Coreans conduct» 
the Viadivostok market. More than fifty 
fruit stands, exactly alike, offering the same 
articles forsale, are arranged in a single 
row around the squaré and are presided- 
over by Chinamen. Siberian apples, plums, 
and pears from Corea and Japan, peanuts, 
walnuts; and grapes from the south are sold 
for handsome prices. It is interesting to 
watch the little business transactions. The 
men laugh and chatter with each other when 
not engaged. They are anxious to sell, but 
display no jealousy ot\ungentiemanly rival- 
ry. They seem to enjoy the sale the next 
neighbor makes as well as when the copper 
flows into their own greasy. pockets. The 

business tolerance: amd good nature are 
conspicuous virtues of the small scale mer- 
chants. The next article most in demand is 
bread. The buyer has a good‘opportunity 
to satisfy his taste for this staple article of 
food. Bread booths are numerous and the 
Chinese proprtetors will show you loaves as 
large as a small trunk down to the size ofa 
fist. Some of the loaves have a perforation 
in the middle as large as the full moon, a 
great convenience for the seller as well as 
the purchaser, as these loaves can be strung 
up on the arm and the number of loaves one 
can carry depends on the length of the arms 
of the purchaser. The buyer of bread has no 
difficulty in satisfying his tastes as to qu- 
ity. In color and density there is a great 
variety. Bread nearly as black as coal and 
as solid as a stone is placed side by side with 
bread as white as snow.and as soft as a 
sponge. 

The vegetable display is most creditable.. 
Cabbages as big as an adult's head.and as 
firm as a billiard ball; carrots as yellow as 
gold and beets as red as blood; lettuce, 
squash, onions, snow white turnips, string 
‘beans almost as long as a rosary, and the 
tender, mushroom-like cauliflower give testi- 
mony to the fertility of the Siberian soil and 
the diligence and skill of the Chinese vege- 
table gardeners. At a fumber of stands the 
visitor can quench his thirst by purchasing 
a bottle of quass or soda water. Sea food is 
represented by several varieties of fish, oys- 
ters, shrimps, and mussels. The oysters are 
large but poor, coppery, unfit to be eaten in 
any other way except raw. The shrimps 
are excellent. Eggs, smoked sausages, and 
_-fish, cheese, and butter occupy the shelves 
of a large number of booths. The Russians 
must learn to produce and eat more cheese. 
The butter ts white and tasteless. This in- 
ferior grade of butter is probably more the 
result of Fxck of skill in preparing it than 
poor quality of the cream. A few creameries 
such as are to be found at Elgin, IIl., and in 
southern Wisconsin are needed in the cattle- 
raising parts of Siberia. A long row of 
stands is devoted to the sale and manufac- 
ture of tinware, from the smallest tin cups 
and tin dippers to the largest bathtubs and 
stovepipes. With the most primitive imple- 
ments, the Chinese tinners make their ware 
with a skill and dexterity that will dazzle 
the eyes of the visitor. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the 
market is the large place set aside for the 
purchase and sale of second-hand goods. 
This is the refuge of the poor in need of 
clothing. Old coats, trousers, hats, caps, 
boots, shoes, shirts, are piled up in pro- 
fusion, and, from the variety offered, the 
prospective purchaser will have but little 
trouble in finding a fit. In another part will 
be found rusty hardware of all possible de- 
scriptions, and representing the different 
trades. The poor Chinese artisan can buy_ 
here an outfit of tools for a few rubles which, 
after a liberal use of the grindstone, will do 
good service for many years. The visitor 
will find in this market ample opportunity to 
study and reflect upon the past, present, and 
future of this part of Siberia. 3 

Siberian Farming. 

Farming in Siberia to be remunerative re- 
quires energy, patience, perseverance, and no 
ordinary . degree of forethought. After- 
thought in this country is an expensive and 
often disastrous experiment. The Siberian 
soil is fertile, the sun does all it can during 
the short summer to make it productive. In 
many parts of Siberia, more especially in 
the Amur Province, grain raising is remu- 
nerative. On the whole, however, this coun- 
try is better. adapted for the herdsman than 

The Russiah government is anxious to pop- 
ulate Siberia with industrious farmers and 
intelligent ranchmen. It does its share in 
establishing new homes by giving each immi- 

_grant family the use of a tract ef land free 
of expense, agricultural implements to cuj- 
tivate fifteen acres of land, a tarantass and 
span of oxen, or a pair of horses, and 50 
rubles in cash to make a start. The land 
is not sold; but leased, and the new settler is 
exempt from taxation for the first three 
years. This offer on the part of the govern- 
ment is a tempting one, and has induced 
thousands of families to accept it. In many 
instances the venture has been successful. in 
others the new settlers have left the claim 
impoverished and discouraged. The most 
formidable enemy of the Siberian farmer is 
the long and severe winter. All of the farm 
work has to be crowded within the narrow 
Emits of fouror five months. The long win- 
ter is a severe tax on the live stock. In many 
places where the snowfall is heavy the stock 
must be fed; in the Amur Province the snow-. 
fall is light and the cattle subsist on the dry 
grass of the prairies and mountain pastures 
hidden under a thin blanket of snow. Stock 
raising is the coming industry, and, by ju- 
dicious management, can be made sufficient-’

enormous size, and, with proper machinery, 
beet sugar can be manufactured at a low 
price and be made a well paying investment 
for the producer of the raw material and the 
manufacturer as well. Millet, clover, and 
alfalfa grow luxurfeusly and could be used > 
advantageously as fodder as a substitute for 
hay in localities where the latter cannot be 
obtained, It is said that some years grain 
does not ripen, and on this account it will be 
well for farmers not to place too much cor- | 


combination of stock raising and agriculture 
will make farming in Siberia a success. The 
summer season is too short for the ripening 
of corn. Potatoes and vegetables of all kinds 
can be depended upon as a sure crop. 
Good highways and substantial fences in 
any locality are always sure indications of 
successful, remunerative farming. 
Siberia is a new country, and consequently 
has few well-made country roads. In the 
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steppes the roads lead out in different direc- 

tions from ‘the hamlets to the grain flelds ‘agree 
and meadows to suit the convenience of the N 
peasants Two deep ruts mark the width of a 
the tarantas, and the centra Itrack is the fy 
path for the single horse. The cart or tar- 
antass of the peasants is a crude vehicle with | 
a box made of lumber or laths, resembling 
much in shape an old-fashioned cradle. Al- 
most all of the hauling is done by these four 
or two wheeled carts drawn by one horse. 
An American who has seen a good deal of 
Siberian farming said to me that American 
wagons were entirely impracticable with the } 
present condition of the country roads, an 
opinion which I have every reason to in- 
dorse from my own quite extensive observa- 
tions. Harvesters, steam plows, American 


mowers, and thrashing machines may soon 
find their way to large Siberian farms, and 


when they do make their appearance they 
will be the deathblow to Siberian lqbor. |

ROBERT MCINTYRE 


OMORROW morning Chicago is to lose 
a man who has been nearly all things 
to all men in the years of his resi- 
dence in this city. Bricklayer, com- 
| mercial traveler, student, preacher, 
te post, lecturer, and novelist, the Rev. 
obert McIntyre of St. James’ Methodist 
Episcopal Church, for a year at least, is to 
leave the pulpit and seek a softer climate in 
southern California. 
if he must give up pulpit speaking for all 
time, but if he shall, his friends everywhere 
‘ere confident that the genius of the man 
must shine from under any bushel measure 
of circumstance. 

It has been in the life of few+men to ac- 
complish so much fer themselves against 
that something called fate as has come to 
Robert Mclrityre. For a world of action, 
however, he had the advantage in a Scotch 

ancestry which was inured to hardships of, 
climate no less than to conditions. 

' He was born in Selkirk, Scotland, in 1851. 
His parents were Charles and Elizabeth Mc- 
Intyre, and soon after the birth of Robert 
the faniily emigrated to America, settling in 
Philadelphia. - Here the children were put 
mt school, even though the family home had 
not all the necessities that should have been 
its own. But the hardships of this life 
“puddenly were increased when father 
and mother died. Robert and his brother, 
cutting short their schooling, went out as 
breadwinners. Robert apprenticed himself 
to @ bricklayer for a three years’ term, serv- 
ing to the end of the period. About that time 
the great fire in Chicago made this city a 
central point for bricklayers, and orfe sturdy 
igure who joined the tin pail brigade, going 

ad. from his home on*the West Side, was 
R t McIntyre. For almost four years he 
jaid brick walls in Chicago,-and it was said 
that the work was exceedingly well done, too. 

But after seven years with the trowel, the 
young man decided that mercantile life 
was more promising, and. went on the 
road as a commercial traveler for a short 
time. It was while carrying sample cases 
that one night he entered a church in 8St. 
Touls and was converted. Then life took 
on @ new meaning to Robert McIntyre. Feel- 
4ng all that had been‘dofie for himeelf, he felt 
@ cali to go out and tell ofit. He had been 
® good talker always, and he decided at once 
Se enter the Methodist ministry. He needed 
"wnore schooling, and for a year he attended 
“Wanderbiit University in preparation for his 
new calling. 


+ Hie first: charge ake the little Methodist 
at. Baston, Ill. The little flock had 
mo house of worship, and Robert McIntyre’s 
firet, effort was to establish a home for it. 
He collected money sufficient to pay for the 


bricks, mortar, and lumber, and with his. 


own hands he laid every brick in the walls 
of the building. And here for many years 
the bricklayer-preacher stood pointing the 
foad to Calvary. . 

, From this church the preacher final)y was 
*ransferred to Marshall, Ill., for a three- 
year period. Charleston ant Urbana 
churches held him for three years each, 
after which he come to Grace Church in 
Chicago, which also he served for three 
years. 

In these pastorates the fame of the preach- 
er was epreading, and especially the years 
in Grace Church were fruitful. From this 
church, in response to a call from Trinity 
Church in Denver,-the doctor went to that 
Wealthy congregation for a full five years’ 
pastorate. But eyen while he labored there 
it was being arranged that he should come 
back to Chicago, and for this purpose the 
buliding of St. James’ Episcopal (aureh, | 
#611 Ellis avenue, was Negun. . 

This church building had its inspiration se 
She desire of a number of wealthy Method- 


Only time will prove | 


him famous. His sermons are long, but in 
them he has the distinction of filling his 
church to the doors and holding interest 
unabated to the end. It has been his method 
to preach two sermons on Sunday, the morn- 
ing sermon based upon scripture text, and 
the evening discourse designed to convert 
sinners. . Sermons upon topics popular in the 
world never have been much to his taste. 
Rather he has preferred topics from: his- 
tory, biography, or poetry’. 

As a poet Dr. McIntyre has reached a wider 
world, perhaps, than he has touched as a 
preacher. His one volume, entitled “ Early 
Candle-Light,”’ issued in 1898, was well re- 
ceived -by the critics, and such a master of 
the art as is Riley has given it praise. As 
a poet the doctor,also'is a reader of poetry, 
and from Shakspeare to Kipling he is fa- 
miliar with the full line. Of Kipling’s poetry 
he has said that only time is necessary to 
prove it worthy of a place next to that great 
master’s. “If Kipling lives long enough,” 
he insists; “‘the world may expect him to 
give us another Hamiet.’”’ 

As a lecturer Dr. McIntyre has been as 
successful as he has been at preaching. 
Wherever he has gone he has had only suc- 
cess. His *“ Evolution of Abraham Lincoln,” 
“The Sunny Side of Soldier Life,”’ *‘ But- 
toned-Up People,”’ and *‘ Fun on the Farm ”’ 
indicate the range of his subjects. 

But as preacher and lecturer Dr. McIntyre 
has been a sufferer from an affection of the 
throat for more than twelve years. At times 


_it has given intense pain. Recently his phy- 
-gicians have decided that he must rest from 


public speaking at least for one year, and 
in this rest period he will seek the mild 
climate of southern California, living in Los 


Angeles. 


Recently Dr. ‘MeIntyre has reached out 
into the world of fiction and his book, “A 
Modern Apollos," has just been issued. The 
doctor’s reasons for it have been that the 
public has become tired of the modern “‘ prob- 
lem ”’ story, with its pessimism, its morbid- 
ness, and its godliness. He wishes to dem- 
onstrate that something sane, wholesome, 
and with the atmosphere of religious belief in 
it is more to the taste of the great peg ay 


public of the United 


fat Jaymen to see a structure in such com- 
piéteness. of design and architecture as 
would stand for modern Methodism ina mod- 
ern metropolis. Ground was purchased at

. 9t is one of the most patriotic, as it is one of 


the oldest, towns In the United States. 

The great improvements of the last forty 
years in ships and vessels and gear have 
mot reduced the annual death rate, use 
the vessels all carry larger crews d the 
men make longer voyages and take far great- 
er chances. 

The Georges Banks take the heaviest trib- 
ute. After them follow the Newfoundland 
Ranks. But Gloucester’s dead lie in the cold, 
black seas of many other places. The Green- 
land; Great Manan, and even Irish and Nor- 
wegian fisheries have drawn on Gloucester 
for victims. 

The vessels that sail from the port from 


this time on, sail prepared for, and expect- 


ing to meet, rough autumn and winter weath- 
er. They go out to remain in the open sea 
wntil they have full fares of fish, whether it 
fequires weeks or months. And neither fog, 
nor blow, snow, nor ice will suffice to drive 
them home until their holds are full. No 
@mount of discomfort or hardship is allowed 
to interferé with that purpose. The only way 
im which the sea can cheat them of their 
harvest is to disable their vessels or to de- 
atroy them. 


The Banks, which have been fished 
by Gloucester men. for almost seventy-five 
years, form an irregularly shaped shoal that 
extends northward and eastward from a point 
about a day’s sail from Cape Cod. Directly 
northeast from them, and due east from 
Cape Race are the Grand Banks of New- 
foundiand. The Georges Banks are fished 
mostly by American ships now, and of them 
ime greater proportion come out of Cape 
Ann and from Maine. A fair number of 
emacks run up from New York regularly, 

@nd occasionally one sees craft from as far 
south as Hatteras. But the Georges are 
Gloucester banks in the main.

It is a 
weird experience to lie on the banks on a 
thick day and hear the wailing sounds rise 
all around from unseen schooners and dories. 
Too often they are unheard by the men on 


the rushing steamships and the great prow — 


smashes a craft to bits and tears aldng on its 
way, while the passengers on board are not 
even conscious that anything has happened. 


Even if the lives of the unfortungte fisher-_ 


men are saved they usually are ruined men, 
for the steamships go so fast that in many 
cases no one knows what ship it is that did 
the damage. So the men lose their vessels 
and gear, often representing the savings of a 
lifetime, and they have no redress. It is not 
strange that the fishermen hate the sight of 
‘@ liner. They accuse the captains of being 
regardless of the fishing'‘smacks and taking 
little or no precautions, knowing that a col- 
lision cannot hurt the huge tron bows of their 
vast vessels. ‘To lie in a dory and suddenly 
to see the mighty black prow tear out of the 
fog, seemingly as high as a church steeple, 
is an unnerving experience, and one that few 
landsmen would care for a second time. The 
fishermen have become used to it by long 
experience, but if all the curses that are sent 
after the ocean greyhounds ever found their 
billets the ships would not be able to float 
under them. | | 
One of the first to be cut down by 
a steamship was the Qucester schooner 
Sevo. It was run into in the night off Thatch- 


er’s Island in 1839 by the steamship Huntress, 


and sank at once. Its master, Peletiah Bark- 
er, jumped at the bow of the ship as it struck 
the smack and managed to climb aboard. 
A boy of 12 years, Winthrop Sargent, was 
picked up in the water. All the rest were 
lost, Since then there has been an appalling 
record of similar eccurrences. Time and 
again efforts have been made to induce the 
steamship companies to change their routes 
slightly to pass a little south of the banks, 
but they have paid no heed, apparently pre- 
ferring to take the risk in order to savea 
little time. |

Aug. 24, 1873, when nine vessels and 128 
were lost. This gale blew all along the Cana- 


. dian shores and swept as far south as tho 


Georges Barks. Of the nine vessels which 
were lost, with all their men, the fate of only 
one, the schooner Charles C. Dame, which 
wus wrecked off North Cape, is known with 
any certainty. The others all foundered at 
sea, it is supposed, but no living man knews 
bow or where. 
with eleven men aboard, was last seen adrift 
on the Georges Bank. It was unmanageable 
and none of the others could aid it. The sea 
and storm were too overwhelming to leave 
any of the fleet an opportunity for anything 
except a fight to save themselves. Thirty- 
two vessels were stranded in that same gale 
and many of them proved total losses. 

A gale that ever will be memorable in 


Gloucester was the gale of Feb. 24, 1862. It 
came suddenly from the northwest, just | 


after sunset,.and struck a fleet of seventy 
Gloucester smacks lying near each other on 
the Georges Banks. The wind came on 
them all so unexpectedly that they did not 
have time to get up anchors and run for sea 
room. . Soon vessels began to drag their 
anchors: here and there. As they came wal- 
lowing and rolling on others had to cut their 
cables and drift in turn. Collision followed 
eollision through that terrible night, and 
when dawn came thirteen vessels had dis- 
‘appeared forever with all their crews. Two 
others were drifting on the horizon aban- 
doned. One hundred and twenty men met 
death that night. There were seventy 
widows and forty orphans in Gloucester. 
The ex nee of that night is told Im the 
“ Fishermen's Memorial and Record Book ”’ 
by one of the men whose vessel escaped. He 
says: “ Somewhere about 9 o’clock the skip- 
per sang out: ‘ There’s a vessel adrift right
